Liberty Loan campaign will begin on 
April 6, tbe first anniversary of the 
entrance of tbe United States into the 
war. 
There will be a campaign of 


three or four weeks. 


In announcing the date Secretary 


McAdoo said the amount of the loan, 
the Interest rate and" other features, 
such as convertibility oE bonds of pre- 
vious issues, maturity and terms of 
payment, are yet to be discussed, and 
that new -legislation will be necessary 
before plans can be completed. 


The fact that, the amount of 
the 


loan is dependent on further legislat- 
ion indicates that it "will be for more 
than J3,600,000,000, and the fact that 
certificates of indebtedness now being 
sold in anticipation of the loan bear 
4% per cant affords some indication 
of the interest fate.
